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INTRODUCTION 


This  publication,  the  thirty-first  annual  Directory  of  Officials  and  Organiza- 
tions Concerned  with  the  Protection  of  Birds  and  Game,  follows  the  same 
general  form  of  previous  editions.1  It  is  intended  for  convenient  use  by  officials 
charged  with  the  administration  of  game  laws,  and  others  desiring  to  obtain 
information  concerning  game  laws  and  game  conditions.  The  compilers  have 
not  undertaken  to  list  in  the  directory  those  associations  or  organizations  that 
are  purely  local  in  character,  but  have  endeavored  to  include  all  organizations 
that  are  at  least  state-wide  in  their  activities.  The  Biological  Survey  would 
appreciate  information  concerning  any  such  organizations  that  do  not  appear, 
or  that  may  be  formed  hereafter,  in  order  that  subsequent  revisions  may  be  as 
complete  as  possible. 

As  in  previous  editions,  organizations  that  are  national  in  character  are 
listed  immediately  following  Federal  officials,  and  those  whose  activities  are 
state-wide  in  character  follow  in  alphabetic  order  the  names  of  the  State  game 
officials  under  appropriate  headings.  Similar  arrangement  is  made  with 
Dominion  and  Provincial  organizations  in  Canada. 

National  organizations  added  to  the  directory  this  year  are  the  Game  Con- 
servation Institute,  of  Clinton,  N,  J.,  and  the  Sporting  Arms  and  Ammunition

Game  and  fish  laws  are  published  in 
pamphlet  form  in  all  the  States,  and  summaries  of  the  game  laws  are  published 
annually  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.

The  Forest  Service  administers  the  big- 
game  reservations  and  national  monu- 
ments under  its  jurisdiction,  and  cooper- 
ates with  Federal  and  State  officials  in 
the  enforcement  of  game  laws  on  the 
national  forests.]
